FA LLS ARF. ILLUMINATED. 


Beautiful Color Effects A re Produced 


on Niagara. 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., Sept. 5.—For 
the first time the power of Niagara 
Falls was turned back 
W ednesday 
night to illuminate th e falls 
them 
selves, lights aggregating 1,115,000,000 
candle power thrown from thirty-six 
great lensed reflectors changing the 
tumbling m ass of w ater into a spark 
ling cataract. 
Twenty-one fifteen-inch 
and fifteen thirty-inch searchlights set 
in batteries scattered along the gorge 
and the cliffs above on the Canadian 
side converged their rays first on the 
American falls and then on the Horse­ 
shoe. 
At first the light was white, but 
gradually 
into it crept a rose tint 
then one of green, of yellow, of blue 
until the foaming m ass of water gilt 
tem d with all the soft tints of the rain 
bow. 
Ho well were the lights managed 
th at even under th em the grace and 
tho natural dignify of the falls did not 
suffer, but were enhanced. 
A d a r n in g tragedy occurred on the 
upr or steel arch bridge shortly after 
9 o'clock. 
Hundreds of people had 
gone out on the bridge to get an un 
o! t m eted view of the falls under the 
searchlights. 
An unknown m an in the 
crowd suddenly leaped upon the rail 
inc, stood poised for a m om ent and 
then leaped into the chasm. 
His body 
struck the water 192 feet below and 
disappeared in the rapids.

highly nervous state since tile tragedy 
early Monday morning, 
after which 
announcem ent was made that her hus­ 
band had been mortally wounded by a 
burglar. 
W ednesday 
afternoon 
she 
collapsed and was not able to attend 
the funeral, which took place from 
the home with only im mediate rela­ 
tives present. 
It was shortly follow­ 
ing this 
that Chief 
Sta m b e rg e r an 
nounced that after a conference with 
Deputy Coroner Houck, who had con­ 
ducted the inquest, Assistant Prosecu­ 
tor Mooney and others, lie had taken 
the widow into custody and that, foul 
deputies would guard her in her home 
until she recovers 
sufficiently to be 
taken before a Justice of tile peace. 
T he i olice are reticent 
about the 
case and whether they really believe 
Mrs. Phillips culpable in th e niurdei 
or w h eth er they merely believe that 
she can give facts which would solve 
th e mystery does

the re was a trace of blood on th e stair­ 
way. 
The bed in which Phillips was 
found was 
much stained 
by blood. 
W hen 
the doctors 
reached Phillips 
they realized immediately, Dr. Rich­ 
ardson said, that lie could live but a 
short time. 
He had told them both 
he wanted as little notoriety as possi­ 
ble given the affair.

Lead First Used. 


T here app ear to be tw o ideas which 
have led up to the Invention of the 
m odern an ch o r—first, th a t of a tta c h ­ 
ing the vessel by m eans of a roi>e 
or chain to a w eight sufficiently heavy 
to keep the vessel from m oving w hen 
the w eight has sunk to the bottom of 
the sea, aud, second, th a t of using a 
hook Instead of or in addition to the 
weight, so na to catch In the liottom. 
Tho English w ord anchor is practical­ 
ly the sam e as the Latin ancora and 
the 
Greek 
angkura, 
m eaning 
“th a t 
w hich has an angle.” from the root 
ank, 1>ent. 
The earliest anchors m ade on the 
hook principle probably only had one 
fluke instead of two. 
In th** “ Sussex 
Archaeil, Poll.” there is an illustration 
of w h at has U*en surm ised to be an 
anchor m ade out of the n a tu ra l forked 
branch of a tree. 
It w as found with 
an ancient B ritish canoe a t R urpham , 
Sussex. 
T here is in tho British m use­ 
um an interesting leaden anchor w ith 
tw o flukes bearing a Greek inscrip­ 
tion. 
Its d a te Is about 50 IL C., and it 
w as found off the coast of C’yrene. 
The invention of the anchor with 
tw o flukes Is attributed by F au san lu s 
to Midas, by Pliny to E u p alam as and 
by Strabo to Anacharsls. 
Diodorus 
Siculus states th a t the first anchors 
w ere wooden tubes filled w ith lead 
while 
ano th er 
classical 
w riter says 
thnt befret' the Introduction of metal 
anchors lum ps cf stone w ith a,..hole 
through th e - inidtl’.e' for tTie" attach 
m ent of the cable w ere used. 
The form of the anchors used by 
the G reeks and R om ans Is well know n 
from representations on T ra ja n ’s col­ 
um n and In the catacom bs at Rome 
as an early Christian symbol. 
This 
form does not seem to have changed 
m aterially for quite a thousand years, 
as Is shew u by the Bayeux tapestry.
